Cain, John M. Gamble, Edmund Rigby 
and Frank P. Williams against Harold 
H. C. Hammerton and 43 other de­ 
fendants. 
In January one year ago the plain­ 
tiffs entered into a partnership with 
one William Williams, of Sewickley, 
whereby they agreed to expend $6,000 
in the construction at East Liverpool 
of an invention, the purpose of which 
was to test the practicability of 
a 
scheme to isolate carbon monoxide 
from coal tor fuel purposes. The plant 
is not now near enough completed to 
have any commercial value, based on 
the purpose for which it is being con­ 
structed, as the actual raw material 
used in its construction would not 
bring more than $1,000 at public sale. 
The company has not the means with 
which to complete it, as the majority 
of the members have refused to pay 
any further assessments, and the com­ 
pany as a company has not the means 
to pay its debts. The court is asked 
to appoint a receiver to collect the 
firm’s assets, pay its bills, sell the 
plant and wind up the affairs.

nected with the county seat. 
Politi­ 
cal honors would be more evenly di­ 
vided. 
The plan is now in its infancy, but 
will be pushed forward at once. Mayor 
Walker has charge, and is being as­ 
sisted by City Solicitor Rogers. 
The city solicitor has looked up tbs 
law, and finds that it requires that a 
new county must contain no less than 
IOO square miles of ground and must 
not reduce the area of any adjoining 
county from which it takes land to 
less than IOO square miles. The first 
step will be to procure 
a 
petition 
signed by the majority of land own­ 
ers and legal voters in the entire seo* 
tion to be made into a new county. 
When the petition is granted, the ques* 
tion must be placed before the elec­ 
tors in all the counties to be reduced 
in size. 
A majority vote will carry 
the question. 
These 
conditions, it 
is 
thought, 
can easily be complied with, making 
the plan a feasible one. 
Columbiana county has no desire to 
lost a part of her territory and espe­ 
cially Salem. 
This county would be 
lost without Its northern metropolis, 
and the Salem people are too faithful 
to even think of deserting us.

From Illustra tions In the temples it is 
clea r tha t these grea t monuments were 
floa ted down the river on fla thoa ts a nd 
ra fts a nd then ca rried tnlund by a rt» 
flcla l ca na ls or dra gged overla nd by 
thousa nds of sla ves. 
In one of the 
tombs a t Benl-Ua ssa n is a picture il­ 
lustra ting the process. The grea t stone 
ts loa ded upon a huge sled dra wu by a 
multitude of workmen.

On tbe way to Philip and tbe head of 
the cataract, a short distance soul Ii of 
Assouan, we cow'' upon the out lent 
quarries which supplied the granite 
for the columns, statues and obelisk* 
throughout Egypt for many centuries 
An olHdisk which we saw lies iii bs 
native bed. It is 1)5 feet In length, and 
three sides have been carefully cut. 
but for some unknown reason it was 
flayer separated entirely from the par 
eat rock. 
The surface bears the tool 
marks of the workmen. 
The grooves 
In It show that It was to have beer re­ 
duced at the sides. 
It was supposeu 
♦hat the stone was split from .is bed 
by drilling boles in the rod; and filling 
them with wooden wedges, which wen 
afterward saturated with water, the 
•welling wood furnishing the power. 
From Illustrations In the temples It is 
clear that these great monuments were

The plant 
is not now near enough completed to 
have any commercial value, based on 
the purpose for which it is being con 
structed, as the actual raw material 
used in its construction

benefited by the 
undertaking 
that 
without question they would 
greatly 
favor the movement 
Instead of as­ 
sisting to pay taxes for a large county, 
while they only reside in a remote end 
of it, 
they 
will 
be in 
a smaller 
one and will be more directly 
con­ 
nected with the county seat. 
Politi­ 
cal honors would be more evenly di­ 
vided. 
The plan is now in its infancy, bul 
will be pushed forward at once. Mayor 
Walker has charge, and is being as­ 
sisted by City Solicitor Rogers. 
The city solicitor has looked up the 
law, and finds that it requires that a 
new county must contain no less than 
IOO square miles of ground and must 
not reduce the area of any adjoining 
county from which it takes land to 
less than IOO square miles. The first 
step will be to procure 
a 
petition 
signed by the majority of land own­ 
ers and legal voters in the entire boo 
Hon to be made into a new county. 
When the petition is granted, the ques­ 
tion must be placed before the elec­ 
tors in all the counties to be reduced 
in size. 
A majority vote will cany 
the question. 
These 
conditions, it 
Is 
thought, 
can easily be complied with, making 
the plan a feasible one. 
Columbiana county has no desire to 
lost a part of her territory and espe­ 
cially Salem. 
This county would be 
lost without its northern metropolis, 
and the Salem people are too faithful 
to even think of deserting us.

the work of the com mittee since Its 
appointment and concluded with the 
statement that “co-operatiou and not 
competition Is to be the watchward. 
Working together the churches will 
minister to human needs as never be­ 
fore.” 
Benjamin O. Welch, of Son es town, 
Pa., addressed 
the 
conference 
at 
length on ‘‘International Affiliation.” 
At the afternoon session Tuesday 
Rev. Frank Mason North, correspond­ 
ing secretary of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal Church Extension society, of New 
York, spoke on “Federation in City 
Evangelization." and

general diseusion of “local 
federa­ 
tions and their work."

QUARRIES OF OLD EGYPT. 


j W b r r t S t o n e 
F o r P y r a m id * o f t h e 
D e s e r t W a * P r - j e o r e d . 
On the way to Philip and the head of 
the cataract, a short distance south o' 
; Assouan, we come upon the ancient 
'quarries which supplied tire granite 
for the columns, statues and obelisks 


I throughout Egypt for many centuries 
An obelisk which we sow lies in Pa 
native bed. 
It is 05 feet In length, and 
three sides have been carefully cut, 
but for some unknown reason it wa 
Snover separated entirely from the par 
! pnt rock. 
The surface bears the tool 
I marks of the workmen. 
The grooves 
In It show that It was to have beer. re­ 
duced at the sides. 
It was supposed 
that the stone was split from ts lied 
by drilling holes In ti e rode and filling 
I them with wooden wedges, which wen 
afterward saturated with water, tile 
swelling wood furnishing the power. 
From Illustrations In the tempi** It is 
clear that these great monuments were 
floated down the river on flatboats and 
rafts and then carried Inland by aru 
flclal canals or dragged overland by 
thousands of slaves. 
In one of tbs 
tombs at Beni-liassan Is a picture il­ 
lustrating the process. The great stone 
Is loaded upon a huge sled drawu by a 
multitude of workmen. One man is en­ 
gaged In pouring water upon the run­ 
ners to prevent friction; another stands 
at the left of the statue and beata time, 
that the men may work In unison, 
while overseers, provided with whips, 
urge the laborers to their task. 
What 
king desired to extricate this block 
from the quarry, why it was left here, 
what it was to commemorate, we can 
never know. The riddle of the sphinx 
Is solved, but the riddle of the obelisk 
In the quarry will no doubt remain 
with urn f o r e v e r .—Chautauqusn.

RULED WITH A ROD.

"When ail other methods of control­ 
ling wild beasts fail the keeper has only 
to employ an iron rod, which has been 
made redhot at one end." said an old 
circus man to a Star reporter recently. 
"Lions and tigers.” he continued, “will 
cringe before the heated poker, and no 
matter how restless and fretful they 
may have been the sight of the glow­ 
ing Iroi immediately brings them to 
their best of animal senses. It has an 
almost hypnotic influence over the 
beasts. 
I have seldom heard of an 
animal being burned In this manner, 
however, so there is nothing cruel in 
the treatment. It would not do for the 
keeper to burn the charges under his 
care, for the sears would mar the 
animal for exhibition purposes. 
The 
hot iron Is a terror, just the same, 
aud under Its persuasion the kings of 
the Jungle are docile and ready to do 
what Is wanted of them. 
“In circus menageries the animals 
often become almost unmanageable. 
This is true of the younger specimens, 
who do not like the Idea of being so 
closely housed, so much hauled abont 
and so often cut off from the light of 
the outside world. 
When It becomes 
necessary to give their cages a thor­ 
ough and sanitary cleaning, one attend­ 
ant holds the beast In a corner by 
means of the redhot iron, while an­ 
other thoroughly cleanses the remain­ 
ing portion of the cage, the work being 
accomplished by brooms and mops 
from the outside. 
In changing the 
wilder animals from the cages em­ 
ployed on the road to the larger and 
more commodious quarters at the win­ 
ter station, what we call a strong box 
la used. 
The wagon is hauled along­ 
side the large cage and the steel strong 
box. open at both ends. is constituted a 
passageway. 
The animal hesitates to 
make the journey through such a sus­ 
picious looking object, however, and 
again the heated iron must be brought 
into play."—Washington Star.
